The resolu- 
tion is so worded that it covers 
conscription as,a means of raising 
men for the fighting forces, but 
does not assert it to be either ne-

posed by the Borden Government. | 

An attempt to stampede the con- 
vention into voting to support the 
Borden Conseriv ion Act was flat 
ly and promptly turned down, Na 
turally the supporters of that Gov 
ernment are displeased, and as per 
usual voice their displeasure in ac- 
cusations against the convention 
delegates of having attempted to, 
side step the question of effective | 
participation in the war, or of dis- 
loyalty to the empire, as humor or 
cireumstanees favor.

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BIG GRAIN PRODUCERS 


From Canadian Farm, Toronto, 

Alberta's big farms are a source ot | 
wonder to the newcomer, and the bis) 
| crops which individual men will have 
| this year almost staggers one. George | 
Lane has over 9,000 acres in grain, | 
8,000 of which is wheat and 1,000 oats) 
The wheat is a beautiful crop and will | 
run largely around the 36-bushel-per- 
acre mark, It is also an excellent) 
grade, and should bring at least $2 
per bushel. This figures out to $560,- 
000 as the total value of the wheat 
crop alone. Mr, Lane has also 1,000 
hogs and the finest bunch of Perch- 
erons in Alberta, as well as pure bred 
cattle, 

C. 8. Noble of Nobleford, Alberta, 
has 9,777 acres in crop, and his grain 
promises to maintain the high record 
set last year when he had the cham- 
pion wheat crop of the world, He thas 
250 horses, and has 150 men and 40 
binders in operation. The summer 
fallow crops are very heavy, and 
should yield between 45 and 60 bush- 
els per acre, ! 

All the samples of grain received 
thus far from southern Alberta fields 
have graded one, two, and three nor- 
thern. It is expected there will be 
very little, if any, below number three 
through all this country. The wheat 
averages will run from 14 bushels to 
50. Some districts between Calgary 
and Macleod will have the best crop 
in history, | 
j E. A, Lowes, dean of the agricul- 
tural college, Edmonton, says there 
| will be a wonderful potato crop gar- 
| nered from Alberta fields this year 

At the experimental farm, Edmonton, 
| there are 20 acies growing which will 
yield 500 bushels to the acre, he de- 
clares. Stony Plain last year shipped 
out 160 cars from that district, and 
will have fully as many this year 
All the northern potato crops are ex- | 
cellent.
